Elmir,\, N. X., Oct. 2. -The famous 
mare American Girl fell (.lead this af- 
ternoon iu the first heat in the free fm- 
all race, at the driving park. She was 
driven by John L Doty, and appeared 
at tlio start to bo in the very best con- 
dition. The horses were scored a num- 
ber of times before they got the word. 
The (J-irl at the first turn was nicely 
ahead.

Sli" kejit stag- 
gering for an eighth of a luiU % ami at 
the quarter pole fell and died instantly.

This i.> 
saiil to agree wonderfully with the ex- 
periments of Corun on the speed of 
light, and also with the results of the 
obsevatiiins liv (ralle, in Breslnu, on 
the planet Flora. 

Prof. Hois accordingly calculates 
the mean distance of the sun to be 
about 'Jl ,tS19,8r>o geographical miles. 

■Nlr. Proctor says if an infant hail an 
arm just that long, so tliat ho could 
touch the sun with his tinker, he 
would of course get his linger burnt ; 
but he would have to live to bo 114.0 
years old before he would feel the 
pain, according to the calculated rate 
of nerve motion. If, however, he 
could see his linger on fire he would 
become aware of it in eight minutes.
